In Individual Detail and as a Whole. 

Seeing that this series of articles is en- 
titled “The Saga of the Keillor Doddies” 
based as originally conceived upon William 
Watson’s “Scroll Books,” it nevertheless 
seems proper, as well as natural and neces- 
sary that we should deal in a more complete 
manner, with the Keillor herd itself, than 
our predetermined scheme determined. A 
thorough understanding of the constitution 
and composition of the herd as it relates to 
the present day interest, is a primary es- 
sential in the study of the breed, that should 
be mastered. We have endeavored to so 
master this defined object by taking the 
record of the herd as laid out for us in the 
various entries of bulls and cows given in 
the first volume of the Herd Book. This 
has been no easy task; it has never been 
attempted in such manner, by dealing with 
the animals individually and in detail and 
sequence, as living members of a herd in 
breeding activity under a master’s skill. 
The facts have been derived from the Herd 
Book, Dr. Ramsay’s “History of the High- 
land Society,” the Sinclair “History of the 
Breed,” and other sources that came within 
our cognizance, such as the rare and over- 
looked articles in the “Quarterly Journal 
of Agriculture,’ by Mr. James Dickson, 
which have proved, some of them, of an un- 
expectedly awakening nature. 

The history of the herd is shown. then, by 
a detailed account of first (A) the bulls 
bred at Keillor, as recorded in the Herd 
Book; (B) the same detail, in regard to the 
cows, similarly recorded as being in the 
herd at the time. After this was accom- 
plished it was found the story was still in- 
complete—it needed a sequel and that was 
—the showyard career of the herd under 
Mr. Watson’s Exhibition. 

So in the following sheets, the writer 
presents to the breeder what he has en- 
deavored to correlate of the Keillor herd, in 
a strictly factual manner—by which detail, 
the student today will have provided what 

s been wanting, in his desire for know- 
ledge of the activities of Hugh Watson. 
By such study, the breeder can certainly 
profit and benefit. This account of the 
Keillor herd must be regarded as the work 
of one through whose mind the actual ma- 
terial became grouped, respected and given 
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as it was found. Nothing has been left out 
to deprive the story of its completness and 
those of the generation more or less ac- 
quainted with the writer’s own relations to 
the breed, must judge for himself, to what 
extent it is worthy of their acceptance as an 
impartial document. 
The Keillor Bulls. 

In this analytical account of the Keillor 
herd, as the backstage of “The Saga” as 
developed by William Watson’s “Scroll 
Books,” we have begun and carried on from 
William’s references to the Jocks, by taking 
up the thread found in a passage made by 
“The Druid,” in “Field and Fern North” 
regarding what he understood to have been 
Hugh Watson’s “favourite” sires. 

What a pity “The Druid” had no oppor- 
tunity of having “a day” with Hugh Wat- 
son—if he had, we would have had few of 
the mysteries of Old Grannie or the Jocks 
to bother us. “The Druid,” master inter- 
viewer of herdmakers and builders would 
have won the veteran’s heart and obtained 
all the information a mind like his would 
find essential for a graphic story, which the 
occasion would have induced Mr. Watson to 
impart. The great breeder was still alive 
when “The Druid” visited Forfarshire; his 
book “Field and Fern” appeared August 1,

1865, and he died 1870. Mr. Watson survived 
a few months longer than the appearance of 
“Field and Fern.” . 

The brief account of Keillor and Hugh 
Watson that appears in “Field and Fern” 
is evidently what “The Druid” picked up 
casually while making his rounds in For- 
farshire, on his pony. Here then is what 
he wrote of the Keillor bulls—I quote from 
the Vinton & Co., Red Leather Edition, of 
1895, p. 184: “Old Jock (1), Strathmore 
(5), Angus (45) and Pat (29) were his four 
favourite bulls. Old Jock was the most 
stylish of the lot, and showed, as his owner 
never scrupled to say ‘much of the Short- 
horn superiority in hair and touch.’ His 
son Pat thought nothing on one occasion 
of walking einghteen miles to a show, and 
winning; and his son Hanton, made the herd 
fortunes of McCombie, who bought him for 
105 gs., when he had won at Berwick. Old 
Jock was sold for 100 guineas, after taking 
a Highland Society Show First in 1844. In 
1852 his son Grey-breasted Jock, or Second 
Jock, beat all Polled bulls in a sweepstakes 
at Perth, when he was thirteen; and Black 
—_ (3) and Young Jock (4) keep up the 
ine.” 

In regard to the above, it is a remarkable 
thing that Angus (45) is passed over, not

The dam of Strathmore (5) was Oli 
Grannie and he was purchased by Sir Alex. 
ander Burnett, Bart of Leys, and exhibited 
by him at Berwick in 1854, winning third 
prize in the aged class to Cupbearer (59) 
bred by Sir James Carnegie, and Earl Spen- 
cer 2d (25) (Bowie). On returning from 
the show he was repurchased by Mr, Wat. 
son from Sir James and remained at Keillor 
until 1856 when he was sent to Paris Expo- 
sition and sold to the Emperor Napoleon 
(See Notes on The Baronet, later), 
Black Jock (3), was by Old Jock (1), and 
out of Old Grannie, but none of the thirteen 
animals entered as his get, were bred at 
Keillor. And of Young Jock by Old Jock, 
“dam bred by said Hugh Watson” (H. B), 
the same applies. The remarkable thing for 
us is in regard to the dam of his son Yo 
Jock, according to the H. B. “bred by the 
said Hugh Watson’ but according to Mr,

ourite (2) ), calved 1849, the same year, 
note, as the Herd Book date of the birth 
of Young Jock, (see Hist. P. 81). Such are 
the mental confusions of some breeders in 
regard to such matters. 

Of the sixteen bulls recorded in the first 
volume of the Herd Book only seven of 
them call for notice—the others either hav- 
ing no produce or not sufficiently noted by 
produce and are: 

Adam (39) sire of President (205), used 
at Balwyllo upon Panmure—Princess (21) 
dams: (see below). 

Maynooth (58), sire of Noble (245) used 
also at Balwyllo on the same Panmure 
dams, and sire of Maggie of Balwyllo, dam 
Princess (47). 

Old Windsor (115) whose dam was Old 
Grannie, and sire Second Jock winning at- 
cording to H. B., first prize at Aberdeen m 
1847 where he must have been purchased by 
James Walker, Wester Fintray (son of the 
Robert Walker of breed priority), where he 
sired Strathmore of Fintray (317), sire 0 
the cow Mary of Wester Fintray (21), sold 
to William McCombie, and afterwards pur 
chased by Sir Alexander Burnett of Leys 
(on the Kincardine-Aberdeen border). Mary 
was the dam of Nightingale (262) one of 
the very earliest outstanding show a 
breeding matrons of the breed. She pa 
with her calf, Princess Philomel (269) 
Robert Walker, Portlethen, in 1856, atl 
was sold at Mr. Walker’s sale of 1858 
William McCombie—who was always buy 
ing first prize H. S. winners when prod 
able at any price—for £.

Green Mountain, Iowa, is thus 
conveyed in a letter just at hand 
from Mr. Shipton: } 
“The great show and breeding 
bull, Baden Marshall, chief stock 
bull at Black Rose farms is gone. 
It is with regret that we an- 
nounce the sudden death of Ba- 
den Marshall 371493, calved Oc- 
tober 19, 1923, and died April 14, 
1932. His death was _due to 
paralysis caused by an injury un- 
known to us. His sickness was 
of short duration, lasting but 
twelve hours, during which time 
everything possible to save him 
was done, but to no avail. In his 
passing another great son of the 
renowned Earl Marshall leaves 
the Doddie ranks. But the great 
breeding qualities of Baden Mar-

shall will still breed on, as has 

been the case with all other great 

bulls. Black Rose farms will not be left 
without a sire for Baden Marshall has left 
behind him some great sons. Amongst 
them will be found a worthy son to take 
the place of the old bull.” 

Baden Marshall was an own son of Earl 
Marshall and he was out of the richly Mc- 
Henry bred cow Blackbird McHenry 124th, 
intensely McHenry bred, and carrying as 
her sire the International grand champion 
Glenfoil Thickset 2d, a grandson of old 
Black Woodlawn. Baden Marshall was an 
excellent representative of the Ballindal- 
loch Blackbird tribe, a great sire of both 
good females and bulls. The son now at 
the head of the John Miller herd at New- 
ton, Iowa, is an outstanding example of the 
high quality bulls he sired. Envy Baden 2d 
the top bull in the 1931 sale is another ex- 
ample, smooth and full of quality and a 
regular winner at leading fairs and shows. 
The following which appeared as a foot 
note below the extended pedigree of this 
great sire in the last Shipton sale catalog 
discloses the high esteem in which Messrs. 
Shipton & Sons held this bull: 

“Baden Marshall is considered the best 


living son of the old Monarch, Earl Mar- 
shall, today. As a sire he is proving his 
worth, siring two of the first prize bulls at 
the 1929 Iowa state fair. His sons and 
daughters made a _ wonderful showing 
throughout this year’s entire show circuit, 
making twenty of the leading fairs in the 
United States. It is no wonder that Baden 
Marshall is a great sire for he has a show 
record of his own. He was first in his class 
at lowa State fair, Minnesota State fair, 
South Dakota State fair, and Sioux City 
Interstate fair, third in his class at the In- 
ternational Live Stock Show in 1925. Re- 
peating the record in 1926. At the Iowa 
State fair he was purchased by me at the 
long price of $4500.00 which was a big 
price at that time. But he has been the 
cheapest bull I ever bought. This will 
prove again that a bull’s value cannot be 
measured in dollars and cents. His sons 
and daughters will say more than words 
can tell.” 

Six of the seven nearest dams in his tab- 
ulation were bred by McHenry and the sev- 
enth was none other than Dolly Copeland 
the dam of Glenfoil Thickset 2d. 


Kansas Feeders Day” 


20th Annual Event at Manhattan, May 28 


The twentieth annual Kansas “Feeders’ 
Day” will be held at the Kansas State Col- 
lege Saturday, May 28, 1932. It should be 
of as much interest to the farmer who pro- 
duces crops, even though he handles no live 
stock, as it is to the farmer who handles 
live stock; because of the fact that since 
farm crops representing 52 per cent the 
value of all crops of every kind and nature 
harvested on all the farms of this country, 
must and do, find a market through live 
— it is apparent that live stock more 
‘ an all other factors combined determine 
~ total value of farm crops. Even the 
Wheat farmer is more dependent upon live 


stock as a factor in determining the price 
of his product than he sometimes realizes, 
for at least 40 per cent of the wheat har- 
vested in this country is marketed through 
live stock in the form of bran, shorts, and 
the better, as well as the lower grades of 
wheat. 

A prosperous live stock industry insures 
good prices for most farm crops. This be- 
ing true, one way for grain farmers to in- 
crease the price of farm crops is to join 
hands with live stock producers in their 
efforts to improve the present live stock 
situation and keep live stock in a strong 
price position. 


One means of improving the grain price 
situation is more efficient methods of uti- 
lizing these feeds, and that problem is given 
major consideration by the Animal Hus- 
bandry section of the Kansas Agricultural 
Experiment Station. Some important re- 
sults along this line will be presented at 
this year’s “Feeders’ Day” meeting includ- 
ing: the utilization of grass in fattening 
young cattle for market; and the utilization 
of wheat in cattle fattening rations. In 
addition results of a study of the effect of 
grass on the color of beet will also be dis- 
cussed. 

The results of the past year’s experi- 
mental activities will be only one major 
phase of this year’s program. In addition 
a very interesting speaking program has 
been arranged. These are trying times and 
everyone must apply his shoulder to the 
wheel and help dig out. Mr. Ralph Snyder, 
president of the Kansas Farm Bureau; Mr. 
C. C. Cogswell, president of the Kansas 
State Grange; Mr. C. A. Ward, president 
of the Kansas Farmers’ Union; and Mr. J. 
H. Mercer, secretary of the Kansas Live 
Stock Association will discuss ways and 
means of “digging out.” Mr. W. A. Cochel, 
formerly head of the Department of Animal 
Husbandry at Kansas State College and 
founder of “Feeders’ Day” at that institu- 
tion, will discuss “Live Stock as a Means of 
Utilizing Land.” 

Another valuable feature of this meeting 
is the opportunity it offers those who at- 
tend to visit and exchange ideas with far- 
mers from other sections of the state. 

Farmers of all kinds—grain farmers and 
live stock farmers, are invited and urged to 
attend this meeting because the problems 
to be discussed are of vital concern to all. 
The time—Saturday, May 28. The place— 
Kansas State College, Manhattan, Kansas.

Iowa Courts Impose Penalties for Obstruct- 
ing Tuberculin Tests. 


Two recent decisions in Iowa courts up- 
held the Iowa State law requiring the tuber- 
culin testing of cattle. In reporting the 
circumstances to the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, Dr. J. A. Barger, Federal in- 
spector, says that in one case two farmers 
from Cedar County, J. W. Lenker and Paul 
Moore, were sentenced to three years each 
in the Iowa State Penitentiary at Fort Mad- 
ison and were also assessed the costs of the 
trial. These men were convicted by a jury 
in a Jones County court for conspiring to 
incite Cedar County farmers to resist the 
testing of cattle for tuberculosis. 

The other court decision denied an appli- 
cation by G. H. Peverill of Waterloo, Iowa, 
for a temporary injunction enjoining the 


State Department of Agriculture from test- 
ing his herd of 44 dairy cows. The court 
declared that testing of cattle is a measure 
of public health and should not be delayed 
or stopped because of the remote possibility 
that a healthy animal may be negligently 
condemned or the test found not infallible. 
These decisions are in keeping with four 
previous court decisions, before four differ- 
ent judges, in which the Iowa tuberculin 
testing law was upheld, says the depart- 
ment.

An Auchterarder Stock Bull. 

The recently acquired stock bull in the 
Auchterarder House Aberdeen-Angus herd 
of Mr. A. T. Reid promises to develop on 
the right lines. He is Juror Eric (77996), 
and is up to a good size, being a May calf. 
Bred by Mr. J. E. Kerr, of Harviestoun 
Castle, he stood second in his class at Perth 
supplementary spring sale, but brought the 
top price of 100 guineas. A son of Eros 
of Derculich, he is out of the Juma line of 
Harviestoun females that in succession in- 
cluded four Highland champion cows.—

Feeder Cattle Measure Deferred. 

Enforcement of Feeder-Cattle measure, 
to have been effective July 1, 1932 and July 
1, 1934, is deferred according to the follow- 
ing letter from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture: 

The prevalence of bovine tuberculosis in 
the United States is now approximately 1.4 
per cent compared with 1.7 per cent in 1930 
and 4 per cent in 1922. This reduction in 
bovine tuberculosis is disclosed by a survey 
just completed by State live stock sanitary 
officials and the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, U. S. Department of Agriculture. It 
has been the custom of these officials to 
make such a survey every two years as a 
means of determining the results of eradi- 
cation work and for the information of live 
stock owners. 

.On May, 1932, there will be 1,421 coun- 
ties in the United States in what is known 
as the modified accredited area, signify- 
ing that the degree of bovine tuberculosis 
does not exceed 0.5 per cent, as determined 
by either a tuberculin test of all the cattle, 
or of the required number in cases where 
the cattle are handled under range condi- 
tions. In the remaining counties the sur- 
vey indicated various degrees of infection, 
some exceeding 15 per cent. The results 
are summarized, briefly, as follows:

Proposed Restrictions on Movement of 

Feeder Cattle Deferred. 

In December, 1931, at Chicago, the Unit- 
ed State Live Stock Sanitary. Association, 
largely comprising live stock sanitary of- 
ficials engaged in animal-disease control 
and related work, decided that cattle orig- 
inating in any county having more than 1 
per cent of tuberculosis should not be mov- 
ed to a modified accredited area for feed- 
ing purposes after July 1, 1932, without 
having passed a tuberculin test. This de- 
cision was accepted by the Bureau of Ani-: 
mal Industry, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. The recent survey of bovine tuber- 
culosis has revealed, however, that many 
of the counties affected by this provision 
are located in the southeastern part of 
South Dakota where the drought and 
grasshopper conditions have been very ser-

Foot-and-Mouth Disease Invades 
California. 


An outbreak of the highly infectious live 
stock malady, foot-and-mouth disease, in 
Buena Park, Orange County, Calif., was 
confirmed April 28 by county, State, and 
Federal veterinary officials. Lameness in 
a herd of 4,000 garbage-fed hogs was called 
to the attention of Dr. L. M. Hurt, who, 
from previous experience, suspected foot- 
and-mouth disease, and notified State and 
Federal officials. Blisters on the snouts of 
some of these hogs, together with more def- 
inite foot lesions, soon appeared and, after 
a series of diagnostic tests, the officials, 
including Dr. Jacob Traum of the State Uni- 
versity, confirmed the outbreak as the for- 
eign scourge, foot-and mouth disease. The 
ee of introduction is still undetermin- 
ed. 


The Bureau of Animal Industry, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, is cooperating, 
as formerly, with State and county officials 
in eradicating the disease by the slaughter 
and burial of affected and exposed animals, 
together with rigid quarantine restrictions 
which are already in effect. The Bureau of 
Animal Industry is hopeful that funds re- 
maining from an allotment for the suppres- 
sion of an invasion of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease into California, in 1924, will be suf- 
ficient to meet the expense of eradicating 
the present outbreak. ’ 

The bureau has assigned a corps of pick- 
ed veterinarians, experienced in suppres- 
sing foot-and-mouth disease, to cope with 
the emergency. Dr. Rudolph Snyder, who 
had charge of the Federal eradication forces 
in two former outbreaks, arrived at the 
scene of action by plane and will direct the 
work of the Federal men already there 
others who may be needed. Dr. J. J. King, 
State veterinarian of California, likewise 


is on the “firing line” with his State forces. _ 


While the digging of a trench for burial 
of the infected herd was in progress, April 
28, a smaller herd nearby also became im 
fected with this highly virulent disease, 
The two herds, however, are well isolated 
from other susceptible live stock _ and a 
rigid quarantine of the area is being, * 
forced. The U. S. Department of Agricul 
ture has notified all State veterinarians 
and officials of Canada and Mexico of 
outbreak so that suitable precautionary 
measures may be observed.

Fe ng Exposition, November 26 to 
December 3, will be classified by weight 
: n age. 
rahe od voted at the 1931 Spring 
meeting of the International Board of Di- 
rectors to become effective at the 1932 
Exposition and was again approved at the 
1932 Spring meeting of that body recently 
held at the Chicago Stock Yards. So re- 
orts Manager B. H. Heide. No steer 
reighing less than 750 pounds nor more 
than 1350 pounds will be admitted to com- 


~_ Four Weight Classes. 
The competition will be separated into 
four different classes, one. for steers weigh- 
ing 750 to 875 pounds, inclusive, another 
876 to 1,000 pounds, a third 1,001 pounds to 
1,150 pounds, and a fourth 1,151 to 1,350 
ounds. No steer calved prior to January 
1, 1931, will be permitted to enter, which 
places the upward limit of age, as in the 
past at junior yearlings. : : 
Exhibitors will make their entries by 
weight in the classes in which they estimate 
their steers will come. Before the begin- 
ning of the steer judging in the Junior Live 


Stock Feeding Contest on Saturday and in 
the open steer classes on Monday, all 
entries will be weighed in to determine the 
classes in which they will compete. The 
new rule also provides that winners be 
— immediately after the ribbons are 
tied. 
Limit Use of Nurse Cows 

Another new rule passed by the Interna- 
tional Board to apply to the 1932 cattle 
classes for both breeding and fat divisions is 
limiting the use of nurse cows to junior 
calves only and with no more than one 
nurse cow to a calf. In the case of steers 
this rule will apply to the lightest weight 
class which corresponds to the junior calf 
age. In the carload cattle show the num- 
ber of feeder cattle making up a carlot will 
be increased this year from 20 to 25 head. 

Among other changes of the Board is one 
applying to the Junior Live Stock Feeding 
Contest. A champion steer of each breed 
will be selected for the first time this year. 
In the fat swine show the base date for 
barrows will be moved forward a month 
from February 1 to March 1. In other 
words no barrow farrowed prior to March 


1, 1932 will be eligible to compete.

NEW INTERNATIONAL 
CLASSIFICATION. 


The Chicago International will this year 
change from an age classification in the 
fat steer single classes to a classification 
by weights as will be noted elsewhere in 
this issue. There still will be four classes 
for each breed. The classes to vary in 
weight only, covering a range indicated as 
750 pounds for the limit as to light weight, 
and 1350 pounds as the extreme heavy 
weight. No calves dropped after January 
1st, 1931, to be shown. 

The Journal is wondering whether this is 
a wise move from a breeder’s standpoint. It 
is understood that the objective is to bring 
before the judge in each class a group of 
bullocks of more even size, regardless of 
the age, just so long as it comes within the 
two extremes. In other words an exhibitor 
may have a smooth, typy, undersized bul- 
lock of quality and finish that would not 
in the age classification receive particular 
attention because of his undersize and yet 
this same bullock can now step down and 
compete with perfect ease and good grace 
with a calf as much as 600 pounds lighter 
because of age. 

The new ruling may be o. k. in some re- 
spects, but the Journal is of the opinion 
that it is a step in a backward direction. 
What is to hinder an exhibitor from show- 


ing an over aged calf of light weight 
against calves shown legitimately. It seems 
that this new classification was inaugurat- 
ed in an attempt to make it impossible for 
exhibitors to fake ages, etc. Will the new 
classification accomplish the desired results 
in this respect? The*Journal thinks not. 
Will it do the development of the breed any 
particular good to allow undersized cattle 
to compete with calves of proper weight 
for age? Again we think not. 

There is nothing to be gained from an 
educational point of view in so far as this 
publication is able to discern. It would 
seem that the old age limitations is far 
better and of much greater value from a 
breed standpoint. The one thing the Jour- 
nal has been vitally interested in these 
many years is to grow cattle of as even 
proportions for age as possible. The age 
limitations will produce this effect in far 
lass time than will the weight arrangement 
now adopted. As to the shifting of ages— 
people are of the same old stock as before 
this ruling went into effect. Legislation 
has but little to do with changing the na- 
ture of human beings. 

The Journal is not pleased with the new 
arrangement for we are of the opinion that 
it falls short in real value as compared with 
the prior system of age limitations. Omaha 
was a good example last year. At that 
show the animals were just about as un- 
even in type and conformation as we have 
ever seen them in any big show. The chief 
objective as we see it is to train folks to 
breed better cattle—will this system do it? 
If so we are all wrong in our analysis.

Doddie Wins ¢4e Italian Championship 


spondent at Milan, where there 
os coined last week the great Italian 
fair which year by year from its size and 
international importance attracts interested 
people from many parts of the Continent, 
forwards notes of the event that will fall 
gratefully on Scottish ears. One of the 
greatest achievements was the winning by 
Lord Rosebery’s Aberdeen-Angus steer of 
the Championship Cup for the best steer in 
any section of the show other than Italian 
entries, so that this beautiful Blackskin 
showed in a magnificent way his superior- 
ity to the collection of steers of many var- 
ieties from all the countries outside Italy. 
It is an achievement that recalls those great 
days of the past, now passed into history, 
when William M’Combie, Sir George Mac- 
pherson Grant and others, showed to the 
public of France and the world of what the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed was capable. ; 

Judging in the cattle sections at this 
great Fair began on Sunday week and then 
and on succeeding days of the meeting there 
were crowded attendances of peoples of dif- 
ferent nationalities. The British entry was 
small but fit. The stock from this country 
had to undergo a long and tiring journey 
but they reached Milan in capital fettle. 
The largest individual.entry from Great 
Britain was that of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle Society, and it is the simple fact to 
say that their exhibition was one of the 
most popular and belauded features of the 
foreign stock department of the Fair. In 
view of the interest taken in last year’s Ab- 
erdeen-Angus animals by Italian butchers 
it included a typical steer to demonstrate 
the type in favour at the British fat stock 
shows. The steer was the two-year-old 
Blenheim of Dalmeny, bred by the Earl of 
Rosebery, and winner of first prize and of 
reserve breed championship honours at the 
Scottish National Show last December. The 
steer was on that occasion acquired by the 
Society and had since been kept in train- 
ing under the skilful supervision of Mr.

The other animals which made 
up the consignment included two two-year- 
old bulls and two two-year-old heifers. One 
of the bulls was from the herd of Sir Prince 
Prince-Smith, Bart., of Southburn, who al- 
so had one of the bulls sent last year, and 
the other bull was from the herd of Mr. W. 
G. Macpherson, Mulben. Of the two-year- 
old heifers the committee were fortunate in 
being able to secure one from the herd of 
the King, at Abergeldie, and the other heif- 
er was selected from the herd of Mr. James 
Beddie, Banks. As a gtoup they proved 
worthy pioneers of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed in Italy. 

Of other British breeds there were repre- 
sented in smaller numbers Shorthorns, 
Herefords, Ayrshires and Jerseys, and a 
few British sheep breeds were also shown 
m small lots. 

Of all the stock from Great Britain the 
object of concentrated attention was the 
beautiful Dalmeny steer shown by the Aber- 
deen-Angus Cattle Society, whose interests 
were being looked after, as last year, by 
the secretary, Mr. James R. Barclay. This 
prime bullock represented quite a new type 
of finish and excellence to farmers and 
utchers in Central Europe, and all day on 

Sunday when the judging began crowds 


of admiring people surrounded him. Such 
a beef animal had never before been seen 
in Italy. The show had not long started on 
Sunday morning when Mr. Barclay disposed 
of the steer—at what was regarded as a 
record price per kilo for the Milan fat cat- 
tle market—to Sig. Penagini, President of 
the Butchers’ Association of Milan. In 
course of the week there was held in Milan 
a conference of Italian butchers, at which 
there were present delegates from all the 
leading cities. Having this in view Mr. 
Barclay arranged that the members of the 
conference should attend the Fair for the 
inspection of the steer, and thereafter see 
the carcass in the slaughterhouse in Milan 
where this fine bullock from the shores of 
the Forth ended his days. He had had at 
least a short period of crowded life at the 
close of his career. Photographs and full 
particulars of the various cuts were taken 
by Sig. Penagini for the trade and other 
newspapers, and within a few hours of the 
sale of the steer some of the leading hotels 
had telephoned giving orders for parts of 
the carcase. Thus in final missionary ef- 
fort Blenheim of Dalmeny ended his days. 
Such was the admiration that he evoked 
while yet in his stall that one Italian lady 
placed a garland of flowers on his head, 
and thousands of people handled and ad- 
mired him. 


The judging, as has been said, began on 
Sunday, but work of the kind is taken more 
leisurely than at agricultural meetings of 
this country, so that Tuesday was well ad- 
vanced before the prize tickets were dis- 
tributed and the awards of the judges au- 
thoritatively known. It was then found 
that the Aberdeen-Angus steer had been 
awarded a championship cup as the best 
steer in any of the “foreign” classes, the 
only opportunity he had of pitting his mer- 
its against the varied collection of steers 
sent forward from many countries of Eur- 
ope outside Italy. In the case of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding stock, Mr. W. G. Mac- 
pherson, Mulben, one of the most brilliant 
of Banffshire breeders of the variety, won 
first in his section and the Cup for the 
beautiful bull shown from this famous 
herd, while the heifer bred by the King at 
Abergeldie Mains was awarded a gold med- 
al. Both this heifer and a heifer of “dis- 
tinguished mention” bred by Mr. James 
Beddie, Banks, were sold on Tuesday by Mr. 
Barclay, to Prince Potenziani, an ex-Gov- 
ernor of the City of Rome. 

‘In the Shorthorn section, where there 
were two white bulls exhibited by Mr. Dun- 
can Stewart of Millhills, the judges pre- 
ferred one bred by Mr. Hunter of Arngask 
to another bull bred by Mr. T. Buttar, Cors- 
ton, Mr. Hunter’s bull winning also the 
breed championship cup. 

One day early in the week the show was 
visited by Conte di Torino, brother of the 
King of Italy, who went round in a tour of 
inspection of the live stock section. He 
spent a considerable time at the Aberdeen- 
Angus section, remaining in conversation 
with Mr. Barclay, from whom, by many 
practical questions, he elicited information 
regarding the breed. His interest was 
greatly heightened when the secretary of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society pointed 
out to his Royal Highness the champion 
heifer bred by King oe at his Abergel- 
die farm on Deeside. e Dalmeny steer 


came in for much admiration, his Royal 
Highness handling the steer in a practical 
way, and rapturously remarking “roast 
beef.”—Banffshire Journal, May 3d, 1932.

Live Stock Judges to Hold Conference. 

The fourth annual judging conference 
for live stock farmers, breeders, county 
agents, agricultural instructors and other 
prospective live stock judges at county or 
district fairs will be held at Iowa State 
College, June 15, 16 and 17, according to 
H. H. Kildee, head of the animal husban- 
dry department and vice dean of agricul- 
ture at Iowa State College. 

The Iowa Fair Managers’ association at 
its annual meeting in December, 1927, pass- 
ed a resolution favoring the establishment 
of an annual live stock judging conference, 
and as a result of this resolution, the judg- 
ing conference at Iowa State College was 
started. Three conferences have been held. 
Their purpose is to furnish an opportunity 
for live stock breeders and other live stock 
judges at the various fairs to exchange 
opinion as regards judging problems and 
showing classification of live stock. It is 
the opinion of those engaged in live stock 
judging that the exchange of ideas, made 
possible by such a conferenfce, will result 
in more uniform judging at fairs and also 
a greater uniformity in the rules and regu- 
lations pertaining to the show classification 
of live stock. 

Swine Judging Feature. 

A very important feature of the swine 
judging work, which is scheduled for the 
afternoon of Thursday, June 15, according 
to Professor Kildee, will be the judging of 
a ring of market hogs. These market hogs 
are to be judged on foot and the correct 
placing will be determined by a comparison 
of carcass yields. 

One-half day each will be devoted to re- 
viewing present day types and breeds, and 
judging hogs, beef cattle, dairy cattle, sheep 
and horses. The contestant who ranks 
highest in the judging of all classes will be 


awarded a gold medal by H. H. Kildee. Two - 


evening meetings are planned for the dis- 
cussion of live stock selection, breeding and 
feeding problems. 

The Iowa Live Stock Breeders’ and 
Judges’ association, of which J. H. Packer 
of Clemons is president, and Arthur L. An- 
derson of Ames is secretary will hold a 
meeting during the conference.

Memberships Increase 


Report Shows Many New Adherents 


The total number of registrations receiv- 
ed during the first six months of the fiscal 
year were 5,735 compared with a total of 
5,949 during the same period in 1931. This 
is a decrease of 214. There has been a de- 
crease in the number of transfers received 
during the same period in 1931. Up to May 
1st a total of 3,146 transfers were received, 
which is 1,625 less than the number receiv- 
ed in 1931. This decrease is in part due to 
the fact that on March 1, 1931, the penalty 
clause for late transfer reports went into 
effect. This brought in a number of trans- 
fer applications that had been held back 
because they were not reported at the min- 
imum fee. Public sales have also been few- 
er than last year during the same period. 

There has however, been a marked in- 
crease in the number of new members who 
joined the Association during the first six 
months of this year. A total of 80 new 
breeders became members of the Associa- 
tion during this period in 1932 compared 
with a total of 58 during the same period 
in 1931. Tennessee leads all other states 
with the number of new members, having 
furnished 13; Iowa 9; Illinois 8 and Ken- 
tucky 7. A total of 83 new members were 
secured during March, which is the largest 
number received in any one month since 
1920.

What Mr. Luther Thinks. 


“In December of 1930 we bought a pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus bull of Clayton C. 
Taylor of Lawtons, N. Y.,”’ says Jason Lu- 
ther, also of Lawtons, under date of April 
23, 19382. 

“We own a herd of about thirty fairly 
good pure bred Holstein cows and it is this 
herd which we have crossed with the Aber- 
deen-Angus bull. We have no Aberdeen- 
Angus cows at all and this bull was the 
first beef type animal we ever owned. We, 
of course, were rather skeptical of the re- 
sult of such a cross, inasmuch, as we de- 
sired a good beef type of calf. 

“Our first two calves were born in Octo- 
ber, 1931—a bull calf and a heifer. At the 
present time we have twenty-one calves. 
All of them are doing fine. A short time 
ago we weighed the two calves born in Oc- 
teber. We discovered they have made a 
gain of two lbs. per day since birth. 

“We are quite desirous of having at least 
half of our calves heifers as we intend to 
raise these and breed them back to an 
Aberdeen-Angus bull. We have been some- 
what disappointed as only seven of our 
twenty-one calves are heifers, so, of course, 
we will be slow in starting a herd of grade 
Aberdeen-Angus cows. 

“A regards to the calves resulting from 
this cross, I will say, they are far above our 
expectations. Only two of them have any 
white markings and these are very small. 
We are sure is would require a person very 
closely acquainted with beef animals to find 
much difference between them and pure 


bred calves. They are very different from 
our former Holstein calves, being much 
hardier and they are also good feeders— 
both on the cow and in the feedbox. For 
the farmer, who wishes to discontinue milk- 
ing partially or altogether, he will find 
these grade calves of the first cross better 
than any Western feeder calf he could buy 
in our Eastern stockyards.”

Windsor (202) was the dam of the bull 
Windsor (221) that was used so splendidly 
at Westertown, and Kinnaird (Earl of 
Southesk) and at Balwyllo (where he hada 
son Tom (51) ) and at Shielhill. He was 
the sire of Iris (844) calved 1859, bred by 
the Earl of Southesk, added to the Ballin- 
dalloch herd as the stall mate of Nightin- 
gale and Erica (843). Her dam was Irene 
(311) (formerly Matchless) bred by George 
Brown, Westertown, calved 1855, sire Uncle 
Tom (90) bred at Tillyfour; and acquired 
by the Earl of Southesk from Mr. Brown in 
1858. Irene won the Highland Society med- 
al at Drumin in 1858. She was out of 
Matchless (390) bred by William McCombie, 
her dam being Old Matchless (768). She was 
bought as a yearling at the Bridgend sale of 
William McCombie by Mr. Geo. Brow, 
Westertown.

“So much for the bulls, now for the cows. 
The first female of note” (appropriating 
Mr. McCombie’s phraseology) was no doubt 
Old Grannie (1). This Old Grannie has 

n much misrepresented—ending with the 
assignment of her to the place of first prize 
cow at Perth, 1829; with the sanction of 
William himself of the History statement, 
which “if so” indicates that William was 
entirely unaware of her not being bred at 
Keillor, but purchased from the dealer in 
Aberdeenshire cattle, Peter Watson, Kirrie- 
muir; of whose existence William is also 
entirely unaware, or of the transaction that 
transferred the cow from her temporary 
abode at Kirriemuir to her place at Keillor. 
Old Grannie, was, however, the first of the 
twenty-two Keillor cows entered in the Herd 
Book of which she is credited with having 
eleven of her twenty-five calves recorded. 
Of her daughters—Beauty of Buchan (5) 
is elsewhere noted; she being the dam of 
Deeside: (168), bred by Hugh Watson, but 
hot of Empress Eugenie (594) as per the 
note to her entry, which see. Next we name 
ope (3) that seems to have gone to Leuch- 
a and produced Leuchland Lassie (509), 
i ved 1850.

Here we have Old Grannie the dam of 
Young Favourite (61), and Edinburgh (64) 
the foundresses of the Kinochtry Princesses 
through Prizie (586), and of the Kinochtry 
Emilys, through Emily of Kinochtry (588). 

The second cow of great Keillor note 
Favourite (2) by (revision) Old Jock (1). 
She was the dam of Grey-breasted Jock (2) 
and Protection (49), by Grey-breasted Jock 
(2), he out of his own dam Favourite (2). 
Though a very handsome bull and present- 
ing no signs of degeneracy he yet is not 
recorded as of having been of sufficient po- 
tency to have any produce recorded. — 

Of Old Grannie’s twenty-five calves, only 
eleven were recorded in the H. B. and none 
of the females, her daughters, are dated, as 
to calving; while, of the bulls, 1844 is given 
as the date of calving of Old Windsor (115), 
the first calf date of the old cow; 1848 as 
that of Black Jock (3); 1850 of Strathmore 
(5) and 1852 of Hugh (180). 


Favourite (2) descended as her entry 
states from the original herd of Keillor 
Doddies was the dam of the cows Octavia 
(331) calved 1849 and of Kinochtry Jessie 
(590) by Young Jock (4). Octavia was the 
dam of the bull Odin (153) calved 1854; 
and of the cow Oriana (378) calved 1855 
both these being by Cupbearer (59). 

“There are evidently at least two cows re- 
presented” by Favourite (2) says the H. H. 
— “old favourite cow,” and “favourite cow,” 
likely of maternal and filial order.

Hugh (130) and cows mentioned herein. 
We are next introduced to Emily (332), 


dam of Erica (843), who has the distinction f 


of being claimed by three different cows as 
dam—Beauty (96), Beauty (690) and plain 
Beauty, bred by Hugh Watson, unrelated to 
any of his line-right lines; but which Wil- 
liam Watson inspiredly claimed as belonging 
to the geyser-like fountain source of Beauty 
of Buchan, Beauty of Tillyfour 2d (1180), 
Jilt (973), Ruth of Tillyfour (1169), Miss 
Watson (987)—and Erica (848). 

Keillor (231) calved 1852, had for her 
dam a cow which won the second prize at 
the Highland show in 1848, at Edinburgh, 
standing next to Young Charlotte (103) ex- 
— by William McCombie to be noted 
ater. 


Dora (333), calved 1848, bred to Lord 
Southesk the bull Druid (225) an impres- 
sive sire; Dulcinea (334), calved 1853, dam 
of Don Fernando (514) calved 1861, bred by 
the Earl of Southesk by Windsor (221) and 
used at Tillyfour; Dulcinea being also an- 
cestress of Druid (225). Velveteen (335), 
=" 1854, the three being by Cupbearer 
(59). 

Keillor Pet (669) dam of Pat (29) whose 
dam is “a granddaughter of Keillor Pet” in 
the H. B. is also the dam of Adam (39), 
who was sire of the first President (205). 

Glasgow (958), dam first prize cow at 
Glasgow 1850 (at which William Fullerton 
exhibited the first prize bull, Earl of o’- 
Buchan, bred in Aberdeenshire), had a 
daughter that went to Kinochtry. 

Old Keillor (57), calved 1847—one of the 
few whose birth dates are given to the Keil- 
lor cows, produced stock at Arrat, a herd 
owned by Mrs. Lyall, in the east of the 
county Teats (232) and Keillor (231) are 
identical. 

Panmure (278), calved 1853, by Old Jock 
out of an Angus cow—an unusual descrip- 
tion for a Keillor cow; but likely emanating 
from the editor, Mr. Ravenscroft, went to 
Portlethen and was one of the lot of ten 
cows exhibited at Aberdeen in 1858, for 
which a silver medal was awarded. She 
founded the Portlethen families of Polly 
and Pansy. 
~ Jane of Bogfairn (540), (Bogfern up in 
the Alford district) was by Old Jock and 
produced to Mr. Harry Shaw (whom I re- 
member riding a smart nag, on a windy 
day holding on to his venerable, furry hat, 
his coat tails flying as he bobbed up and 
down in the saddle). A cow Jessie of Bog- 
fern sired by Bank of Dee (12), who was 
a very noted Aberdeenshire prize winning 
bull in Sir Thomas Burnett’s herd at Leys 
that was sold to Mr. Walker, Portlethen. 
From Jane descends the famous Corriemul- 
zie (1701). (See note under his entry. Mary 
of Bogfern (540) was by Old Jock also.) 

Princess’ Daughter (832) calved 1844, 
bred by Hugh Watson, by Panmure (51) 
dam Princess of Ardovie (831), dam Queen 
of Ardovie. Here we have Hugh Watson 
reacquiring the Buchan humlie “habit.” 
According to William, he sent her off to 
Ireland to uphold the banner of the Keillor 
Doddies, and there returned to the Keillor 
treasury the sum of sixty guineas. This was 
the only calf Fullerton had at the time, out 
of Princess of Ardovie (31) when the fell 
pleuro-pneumonia swept down on him, with 
a loss of £. 2000. 

When regarded in the lime-light of fame, 
what can we make of the line-right of 
these cows, that is, the successional value of 
any of them, that have reached the front 
rank? Have we to stop first at the chance 
Emily (332) as though she is not of the

iine-right of Keillor endeavor. We have 
noted the Kinochtry claims of certain Prin- 
cess’s Daughter (832), and she though bred 
at Keillor, was of Ardovie. It seems not 
therefore through the Keillor females, that 
we find any line-right of successional value 
that occurs in the case, for instance, of the 
produce and descendants of Queen Mother 
and Queen of Ardovie, as emblazoned on 
the pages of the History which successional 
value or family development is the dream 
of achievement of the life-long breeder to 
attain, and only attains by the_ intensive 
culture of such lines so responsive to his 
breeding skill as to assure such an outcome 
in his hands, denied to others. 


Note: Since writing the paragraph on 


the Smithfield 1829 heifer I have been for- 
tunate in recovering a most interesting Te 
ference to this heifer, viz.: that Earl Spen- | 
cer (Lord Althorp) the great breeder of 
Shorthorn cattle at the time, and president 
of the Smithfield Club, was so struck by 
the remarkable black Polled Scots heifer 
that he ordered a die with her figure as 4 
model, to be struck off and preserved as 4 
medal of such a unique animal. I have 
pleasure in adding this to the Saga.
